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Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of group I and specie to figure 5 and claims 1, 6-1 1, 18, 19 in the 
reply filed on 5/4/07 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically 
point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 2-5, 12-17, 20-28 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention/specie, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 5/4/07. 

However, upon examination, it is found that claims 18-19 also need to be withdrawn as it 
reads on non-elected specie of figure 1 1 . 

Claims 1, 6-11 are thus pending for prosecution. 

Claim Objections

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1, 6-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Montrouil 
(4115964). 

Montrouil (figure 8) shows a window framing system comprising a plurality of pieces 
that are structural components of a primary frame, the pieces being preformed and to be 
assembled so as to build the frame at a job site, the pieces including a sub-frame (50) and a base 
(24), the sub-frame having a corner to receive the glazing unit, the base to be assembled with the 
sub-frame so as to secure the unit in the corner, the sub-frame having an elongated portion with 
an L-shaped cross section that defines the corner and has a first segment to be secured to one o f 
a head, jamb, and sill at the site, a second segment with a cavity therein that runs lengthwise 
through a substantial part of the elongated portion, the sub-frame having a plurality of screw 
holes (where screws 67 go through) formed lengthwise in the first segment, the base having an 
elongated portion with an L-shaped cross section whose first segment (24) lies against the 
glazing in the corner and whose second segment is to be segment to the sub-frame, an aesthetic 
cap (27) that is to be coupled to the base so as to substantially hide the first and second segment 
(substantially) hide the first and second segments of the base from view, an aesthetic cap (68) 
that is to be coupled to the sub-frame so as to substantially hide from view the base and the 
subframe, the frame and the base is essentially made of a continuous piece of extruded 
aluminum.
